IN ANNOUNCING that the 
Commission had approved test 
research, Glenn L. Bowers, ex- 
ecutive director of the conser- 
vation agency, stressed that the 
Commjssion was in no way 
obligated to giving final ap 
proval of the entire project. 

Hydro electric pumped stor- 
age is a relatively new con- 
cept to this area. 

The preliminary Stony Creek 
plan calls for PP&L to construct 
two reservoirs, one of 940 acres 
on Stony Creek itself created 
by damming the stream and a 
second of 660 acres in a hole 
between Stony and Sharp Moun- 
tains at an elevation 975 feet 
above the lower reservo'r. 

The project, estimated to crst 
some $100 million, would be 
capable of producing’ 1.1 mili‘cn 
ikilowatts of peak power. 

Power would be produced by 
first pumping water from the 
jlower reservoir to the upper 
jholding area. In times of n2ak 
power demands the water ir the 
upper reservoir would be al- 
lowed to drain duwn to the low- 
er rese;voir and used for p.w- 
ier generation,
